HISTORY OF CLASS OF 1922 


In the fall of 1915 this class began its career with twenty-two members 
in the second-year academy. Among these might be mentioned M. G. Djang, 
B. K. Chen, and K. H. Yuh, who have patiently worked through the whole way. 
Young, raw, and inexperienced they may have been, but these babies“ were 
active in dramatizing human nature and in boy-scout work. 


When this, our class, entered upon its third-year life, it began to realize 
itself and was not content to be at the bottom of all. Our struggle for supremacy 
and our success in the Academy English Literary Society with the then fourth- 
year class made us feel that we were somebody.“ In athletics, too, we were a 
hot contender for the Interclass Track Meet honors and were beaten by the ten 
Freshman class by only one point. 


When the class stepped into the fourth year, we assumed the leadership 
in the academy in all activities by virtue of our seniority as well as the personal 
talents of our members. The ability of some of our class members to manage 
the basket ball gave us the first victory for this institution over Wayland. Skill 
and honor in basket ball we have maintained throughout our college years. 
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Now I should lead you over a great stride in our class history. In Ше 
fall of 1918 we found ourselves among the collegians. The class was greatly 
enlarged by the graduates from other middle schools, even though no less than 
half of our old boys had left us for various reasons. Because of the lack of 
acquaintance and the different environment into which we had been brought, 
many of us found it difficult to adjust ourselves to the new conditions. Con- 
sequently, class leaders and professors alike often had trying experiences in 
handling these “ green” fellows. We passed our Freshman stage not without 
some troubles. In spite of all these, however, it would not be doing us justice to 
fail to mention the zealous responses made by our men to the patriotic movement 
and the first intercollegiate debate. The love of the country and the college 
which is dear to the heart of every citizen and student could not find exceptions 
among the members of our class. 


With less quantity but better quality we might be looked upon as 
survivors of a big Freshman group, when we advanced into the Sophomore year. 
Glad were we to receive as our classmates S. H. Tan and Wm. C. H. Chen from 
the south, who are among the most assiduous and brilliant-minds of the class. 
From then on our men stood right on their feet and showed their color both in 
intellect and athletics. On the athletic field we discovered a Hercules whose 
sinewy, muscular stature played a big part in capturing the Intercollegiate 
Basket-ball Championship of 1920. Ah Pang” is also the best sprinter the 
college has ever had. His records stand unbroken to-day and one of them ties 
with the E. C. I. А. A. mark. In tennis and football, Small Feng displayed 
brisk work. He was the individual champion and had been a regular shooting 
star in soccer games. Intellectually we earned much admiration from our 
professors. To make mention of some minds of the class, let us refer to you 
our class president Т. Е. Su who is seemingly a modest gentleman, whereas in 
reality a lion on the platform and a square soldier in the fields. Su walked out 
with a trophy as the second best in Chinese oration and with the same rank of 
honor in the °“ drill down.” We had an eloquent speaker in English, too, that 
is, Y. C. Chen who represented the college on the intercollegiate debating team. 
Again, С. С. Tsai’s artistic ingenuity and satiric propensity “enchanced much 
of the beauty and value” of our college annual and the Voice. In almost all 
fields of activities one could not fail to find some members of the class of 1922. 


The Junior year saw the steady advance of the class members. This 
class produced a group of literary talents whose works may be read in the Voice 
and the Y. M. С. A. Association Progress, not to mention the occasional 
appearance of their articles in some daily newspapers and other magazines. 
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Such men аз К. М. Chen, I. М. Tsien, Т. В. Djao, Т. Е. Su, and 8. 8. Su; Ше 
latter two became the Chinese editor in chiefs of the Voice of 1920-1921 and 
1921-1922, respectively. In art we had S. H. Feng, the art editor of 1921 
and 1922 annuals, and 5. К. Lu, the class musician. When the intercollegiate 
final debate took place, it was our pride that the Varsity Debating Team was 
composed of the Juniors exclusively. Wm. С. Н. Chen, В. К. Lu, and В. С. Djou 
were our representatives. On the athletic field we saw “Small Feng” in his 
usual form and style duplicate his feat in tennis and the basket-ball players win 
the interclass title. At the end of the year many good students had their names 
on the honor list. 8. H. Tan was awarded Ше prize in sociology and В. K. 
Chen a prize in biology, while T. L. Shi received an honorary scholarship 
in education. 


Now comes our last collegiate year. At times we seemed, somehow or 
other, absorbed in affairs other than studies—of course, this should not imply 
the thought that we were neglecting our required courses of study. It is only 
too natural for the Seniors to think of their future lying before them. The 
graduating class was strengthened by the company of Е. С. Hwang, 5. С. Tsai, 
and D. 8. Feng, who overbalanced the loss of D. D. Chen and С. С. Tsai. 
Hwang is a great sport while “Бір Feng” is the athletic hero of the college. 
He is the one who starred in the Champion Basket-ball Team of 1920. In the 
same year he was the winner of the Home Meet and was further awarded the 
honor of being named the best all-round athlete.

With added strength Seniors captain“ all the major sports, and 
probably our men have done no small part in bringing Shanghai College to fame. 
Through the splendid play of the Feng brothers, the college was able to 
nip the flower of Е. С. I. A. A. Tennis Championship with ease and assurance, 
and this by ‘‘an unbroken string of wins.” We furnished four of the best 
players who helped to attain the topmost record in last year’s soccer finish which 
turned out to be a three-cornered tie among this college and St. John’s and 
Nanyang. ‘The same men, except one, fought manfully in last season’s basket- 
ball games. Success was near at hand but they lost the intercollegiate title in 
the last few minutes. Despite the loss of material gain, their effort surely 
remains memorable. It was only in an attenuated sense of pleasure that we 


took the undisputed interclass first position. 


In literary circle it seemed as if we were not as active as in the preceding 
year, but we keep our class motto “ Facta Non Verba ”; so we did more reading and 
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studying than writing and speaking. Nevertheless we edited the college publica- 
tions, the SHANGHAI and the Voice. More than that you can find several books 
published on education by Su Sung Shih. Comprehensive research work has 
been done by the sociology group students, and quite a number of pounds of 
chemicals were used up in analytical work by Dai Ren Lai. 


In summarizing the history let us quote the words of our class song, in 
which it says: “ We have studied and labored to get through. Now we are fighting 
for justice, truth, and right.” This strikes the keynote of what we have done and 
what we hope to do in the future in order to bring our Alma Mater into fame 
and light.

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The 1921-1922 Tennis Season 


It is with pleasure and pride that we attempt 
a review of the 1921-1922 tennis season. Not only 
was the much coveted Е. С. I. A. A. tennis title 
brought home, but D. С. Feng also sueceeded in 
annexing the Individual Championship. The team 
that answered Ше call of Coach Kelhofer at the 
beginning of the year was undoubtedly the best in 
the history of the College. Prospects for champion- 
ship soared high, and were increased when in the 
first round we defeated the team from Southeastern 
University by five matches to 0. Soochow Univer- 
sity in the second round put up a бой fight, but 
was forced to yield to the superior playing of 
Shanghai The score was again five matches to 0. Іп the final round, we were 
matched against St. John’s, and on October 8 we journeyed over to St. John’s 
to decide the question of superiority. The result was decisive. We inflicted a 


crushing defeat of five matches to 0, and the title was ours ! 


Such is the record of the past tennis season. While the members of the 
team were Z О n good this year, yet credit is due to Professor Kelhofer's 
energetic and fruitful coaching, and to the coöperative spirit on the part of the 
players. The title has 236 been brought home, and it is the duty of the succeed- 
ing teams to keep it here. ‘While the departure of the Feng Brothers will be bii 
irreparable loss, yet with persistent and diligent effort, there is no reason why 
next year's team could not be a worthy successor of this year's championship 


players.

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Football Season of 1921 


The 1921 football team was highly successful 
and appeared to be the strongest so far in our athletic 
history. The season’s records reveal to what extent 
the team measured up to the task set by the varied 
schedule. Team spirit was excellent and the players 
indicated by their Shanghai enthusiasm were willing 
to fight to the last inch. 

The average weight of teams in East China was 
large and the intercollegiate series of 1921 was a 
hard one. It was through our teamwork and our 
hard practice that our eleven assumed a_ leading 
position. The most noteworthy games were fought 
with St. John’s University and Soochow University. 
Our team never played better than in these two 
games, 

When by a score 3-0 our eleven whitewashed 
St. John's, who had not been defeated by Shanghai 
for more than ten years, it in.erested sport fellows in 
China who remembered defeats of Shanghai College 
in previous years. The strong Soochow eleven, which 
in 1920 captured the Е. С. L A. A. Football 
Championship, was beaten on their own ground by 
us, the score being 2-0. 

Кога while misfortune dogged our footsteps, we had missed the defeat of 
Nanyang. Thus the intercollegiate championship was a triangular tie. Our team 
officially issued a challenge in order to get a final decision. Our challenge was 
not approved by the E. С. I. A. A. football committee, for one of the big three 
was afraid to play. Our team holds first place in percentage based on games. 


We raise our voices in loyal praise to thank those players who sacrificed so 
much for the fame of Old Shanghai.

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Basket-Ball Season of 1922 


The Shanghai College basket-ball team has entered upon 
another successful season. With the coming back of our old 
stars, namely, D. 8. Feng, 8. M. Peng, and Е. С. Hwang, 
and retaining ereditable successors, T. T. Su, С. В. Bao, 
С. Е. Lan, the team is strengthened and its fame rings loud 
among the colleges in East China. In comparison with the 
team of 1920 when we captured the E. С. I. A. А. basket-ball 
title, the present team is materially stronger through the 
substitution of better players and additional experience of 
the old ones than that ol 1920; even though we are ranked 
second this time and were then ranked first, by the inter- 
collegiate league, That reminds us of the old saying of the 
Chinese, J Wk ¥ Ж N Ж,” which cannot always tell the 
truth of the story. This year, we lost the championship 
through a hair-splitting difference that makes it hard for one 
to judge which is really the superior team, When we played 
the final game of the three-corner tie with St. John's we 
outplayed them for more than three quarters of the time, 
and yet conceded the title to the opponents in the last few 
minutes on account of an accident! It was really “а queer 
game," as remarked by our President. That reveals the 
truth of the famous saying of Napolean Bonapart of the ““ Last 
five minutes.” At any rate, we should be proud of our 
team which has made a good fight throughout the whole 
season, and only next to that of 1920. Our record is really a 
success, 


It is too late to regret for the past, yet there is time and 
hope for the future. 


The basket-ball team of 1922 beat Nanking University, Sontheastern University, Nanyang 
College, and St. John's but lost to Soochow, in the first round of play. In the three-corner tie 
games, the team won over Soochow but lost to St. John’s in final. Besides the intercollegiate 
play-off, it made a splendid show in a friendly game with the Chiao Tung University team 
which was a.picked up team of three colleges, Nanyang, Peking, Langshan. Our men won 
over them by two points, 


Before a summary of the games is given we must not forget the service of our coach, 
Mr. Hipps. We thank him, for his instructions are helpful and valuable to all of us, He 
coaches us faithfully and efficiently and consequently we have the present intercollegiate 
league standing.

Next year, if the track squad’s spirit equals 
what it was this year, an even larger team will be sent to the Inter- 
collegiate.

Twenty-two athletes and a manager formed the team which went to St. John's. St. John’s 
won the meet, although our relay team outbalanced a defeat in points by winning in a 
spectacular manner in the closing event of the afternoon, 

We were entertained by St. John’s after the meet. Food was served in their gymnasium 
and after it our men had a chance to look over the grounds.

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The Glee Club of Shanghai College 


The Glee Club of Shanghai College was formally 
organized in the fall term of 1920 by Professor Elam J. 
9 A J oe Anderson, the Director, after his return from the 
b Nanking Language School. It had previously been 
b under the direction of Professor Anderson and Miss К. 
ә» ^ ) Kethley for а number of years. From the singing it 
E was found out that the students would do much better 
work if they were regularly organized into a Glee Club 
and this has continued to prove true. 


The membership of the Club is open to both 
College and Academy students who have had some 
musical training. Usually the new members are 
introduced by old members and after passing the 
examination by Professor Anderson they are formally 
voted by the Club as members. There are at present nearly thirty members. 


The officers are elected once a year. The officers from the fall of 1920 to the spring 
of 1921 were: Mr. Lo Hsi Ku, President; Mr. Dziang Deh En, Secretary; and Mr. Lee Chi 
Chien, Treasurer. The officers from the fall of 1921 to the spring of 1922 are: Mr. Dziang 
Deh En, President; Mr. Lee Chi Yu, Vice President; Mr. Pan En Ling, Secretary; Mr. 
Ма An Tu, Treasurer; Messrs. Yuh Kang Hwa and Ho Tsong Pao, Managers. 


The aim of this Club is to serve the College and our nation through singing. The faith- 
fulness, diligence, and perseverance of both our Director and the members in meeting for 
practice almost every day has proved our desire to prepare ourselves for this service. It has 
2 been easy to give up our free half hour at noon but we have done so almost all through 
the year. 


The Club has not only served the College but it has also helped people in other places 
by taking trips twice a year. The first tour took place in the spring of 1921 (A pril 19-25). 
‘The places visited by the Club were: Hangchow, Hangchow Christian College, Shaohing, 
Huchow, and Soochow. The second tour took place in the fall term of 1921 (Dec. 30 - Jan. 
3, 1922). Тһе Club only visited Ningpo. АП those places have shown their appreciation. 
The program that the Club gave in the trips contained: (1) Singing—Religious, Patriotic, 
College, and Humorous Songs (2) Shadow Speaking, (3) Humorous Stories, (4) Cornet Music, 
(5) Mandolin Duet, (6) Piano Duet, (7) and a Chinese Play. The third trip is to take place 
from June 19-30, 1922. The places it plans to visit are: Ningpo, Dinghai, Shaohing, 
Hangchow, Kashing, Huchow, and Soochow. We hope to satisfy our listeners this time 
with the best work we have done so far. 


The Glee Club in the spring term of 1922 has done much more work than it ever did 
before. It has sung more than 20 times in the College (twice with mixed chorus); twice 
with the Community Chorus in the Town Hall where one of the soloists was a member of 
our Club, whose name is Mr. Dai En Pu. It was invited to sing and-give a play in the 
Ningpo Association two times, once for the Christian Civics Club of the College and once 
for the North Shanghai Baptist Church. For the entertainments of the Blind School and 
North Gate Church the Club was invited to sing a few songs in the Olympie Theatre and the 
North Gate Church. But one of the greatest honors whieh has come to us this year was 
the invitation from the Y. M. C. A. to the banquet in the Great Eastern Hotel at which the 
delegates of the World's Students Federation were entertained. Through this invitation the 
3lee Club of Shanghai College was presented to many different nations. 


The Shanghai College Glee Club has tried faithfully, we believe, not only to bring 


honor to our Alma Mater wherever we have re resented her, but to be of Christian service, 
by singing songs to inspire to better lives as well as to give wholesome entertainment.

The industrial work for the girls of the lower primary school at the College 
Gate began a year and a half ago, as an experiment. At that time there were 
four girls attending the school, the highest number there had ever been. Two of 
these, however, were going to leave school, to go to work in the cotton mills on 
the plea of economic pressure. When the half day of sewing for which the girls 
were paid was provided, all four remained. At the present time, there are seven 
girls enrolled. The one condition they have to meet in order to sew in the after- 
noon is that they attend school in the mornings and Sunday School on Sunday. 


The industrial work was begun solely for the purpose of providing an 
opportunity for the girls to remain in the school. Most of them do very neat 
work, a market for which has been found both in Shanghai and in America. 
The experiment has already passed beyond the charity stage, for it is now 
practically self-supporting. In support of this statement, it may be pointed out 
that an inventory of the assets of the work, consisting of raw materials, finished 
products ready for sale, money due for goods already delivered, and cash on hand 
amount to about $300. Deducting $160, the amount of gifts received for 
the work from friends in China and America from the beginning, leaves an 
amount of $140 of its own resources as a working capital. Thus the $160 can be 
released for purchasing permanent equipment, and the work can stand on its own 
feet without leaning on gifts. 


The most encouraging indication of success, however, is not this financial 
prosperity, but the fact that girls who otherwise would be working in the mills 
are able to remain in school and are given an opportunity for a more abundant 
life, body, mind, and soul. 


The village work conducted by the college students may now be considered 
as firmly established. The students have taken part regularly in the different 
activities and the work has progressed well during the year. 


The Sunday work has been very successful. Eight of the students teach 
in the flourishing Gate Sunday School, others conduct on afternoon meeting for 
men which has been well attended, and still others have organized another Sunday 
School in a neighboring village. 


The night school has engaged the voluntary services of twelve college 
students. The men and boys show their appreciation by attending much more 
regularly than before. Short lectures are given each evening on health, civic 
responsibility, current events, or simple scientific truths, and regular lessons 
in the three R's.““ 


The recreation committee has given much pleasure and real benefit to the 
village children by a varied program carried out each week. The playground 
is being fitted out for the summer’s work, which will be carried on under the 
direction of a social secretary in connection with the Daily Vacation Bible School.
